Schilling, however/claimed he had 
called the 'master mechanic's office, 
stating that he would not be able to 
work that day on account of his wife’s 
illness, but the message was not re­ 
ceived by the proper party.

from the company's employ because 
oi having spent fourteen hours on a 
job of work that should have been 
finished in eight hours.

tive association does not deal 
with 
«?oad making, as its name may indi­ 
cate, but with children. 
The members of this 
society are 
engaged in devising ways and means 
“^whereby children in our cities may 
be kept from playing in the streets. 
Thousands of 
children 
are 
killed 
yearly on the streets 
of our large 
cities. It is estimated that 300 chil­ 
dren are killed yearly on the streets 
of New York city alone. 
Recognizing the dire need of safe 
play grounds in many cities, the so­ 
ciety is securing permission to take 
possession of vacant lots and unoc­ 
cupied portions of land in, or close 
to. the city, and at its own expense 
is providing suitable 
play grounds 
for the boyg and girls. These play 
grounds may 
also 
be 
utilized 
by 
tired mothers and fretful babies as 
breathing places. 
Among the 
most 
earnest 
advo­ 
cates of the playground are the po­ 
lice.

recognize the salutary

Columbus, Ga., June 26.—The com­ 
plete disfranchisement of the negro 
in Georgia through a test which must 
prove his character so raultless and 
unquestionable that "a modest and 
virtuous female” may be trusted to 
his care without a natural white male 
protector, in the dark or 
in 
other 
places of seclusion, with a feeling of 
perfect security to her person, is the 
aim of a bill to be introduced in the 
Georgia legislature this week by Cap­ 
tain J. J. Slade, representative from 
Muscogee county. 
The application of the test to ap­ 
plicants for registration, or negroes 
already registered, is 
expected 
to 
purge the sheets of practically ev­ 
ery one of the 12,000 negroes who 
now vote in Georgia through meeting 
the requirments of the existing hill 
seeking to apply disfranchisement. 
The application is to be made by 
the Registrar, with obvious results. 
In the event that the applicant ques­ 
tions the judgement of the registrar 
he may secure the properly attested 
written statement of a “chaste white 
woman” that she is willing to trust 
the applicant to the extent defined 
in the first section of the bill. 
The 
woman must appear in person and 
verify the statement before the reg­ 
istrar, and her standing in the com­ 
munity must be unquestioned. 
It might at first appear that this 
bill and its plan is the product of 
some 'crank, but such is not the case, 
and letters from representatives in­ 
dicate that it has a fair chance of 
passage if it is 
properly 
handled.

has done much to place this means 
of advancement within the reach of 
the negroes.

ence of a diamond mine in Texas, 
because of the flhws in the stone. 
The Texas stone was picked up 
from the surface of the ground. Pack­ 
er’s mining apparatus is very crude, 
and it is his belief that several other 
stones have been' washed through. 
Captain Packer was attracted to 
the United States by reading in a dia­ 
mond magazine in Africa of the dis­ 
covery of a supposed diamond mine 
in Arkansas. 
Coming to America, he 
investigated the Arkansas proposi-1 
tlon, then followed the earth forma­ 
tion 
into 
Texas. 
In 
Montgomery 
county he was confident, because of . 
the formation, that diamonds could | 
be found. He immediately began ep- 
erations, enjoying half a dozen ne­ 
groes to dig and sift the gravel. 
After months of operation this first 
stone was found. His interest in the 
work was kept up by the continual 
appearance 
of 
"indicator’' 
stones, 
such as are thrown up in a volcanic 
disturbance and which indicate the 
presence of diamonds. 
No effort has yet been paade to go 
below the surface into the clay. Blue 
clay has been found in spots, and it 
is believed that deeper better condi- 
tions will be found.
